This course is assessed with eight practical assessment tasks. The tasks are designed to ensure that 
you are competent with various academic and computer-related skills which will be important in your 
progress within Otago Polytechnic's massage therapy programmes. 

You may already have some of these skills, in which case you are permitted to complete the relevant 
assessment fairly guickly without making use of the learning supports which are available to you. The 
only exception to this rule is the Setting Personal Learning Goals module. You must complete this 
before you can complete the assessment task - My personal learning profile. 



Study Skills Learning Support 

There are four supports for your learning process in this course.

The Community Learning Centres (CLCs) are available to support your process of gaining 
familiarity with the use of computers within most areas in Otago.
